Usable uniform parts being 
collected include .Boy Scout and 
Cub Scout .shirts (without 
badges), hats and caps, shorts, 
neckerchiefs and slides, lanyards, 
belts, stockings and shoes. Equip­ 
ment desired for shipment over­ 
seas includes axes, knives, mess 
kits, duffel bags, haversacks, 
sleeping bags, tents, bugles, com­ 
passes, fire making sets, first 
aid kits, signaling flags, whis­ 
tles, and Scout literature.

The World Friendship Fund, 
consisting of voluntary contribu­ 
tions .of Boy Scouts, will defray 
all shipping costs.
